) March 30, 1282, the traveler | 
through Palermo, on the is-| 
land of Sicily, might have observed | 
that the place was unusually quiet. | 
The market place was deserted, the 
streets almost empty.

They had already agreed and passed 
the word to the native Sicilian inhabi- 
tants of the town that the signal 
would be the first peal of the vesper 
bell at twilight. The hour was not | 
far away and there remained only the | 
patient waiting. 

History might have told the story 
different today if the well planned 
plot had materialized on schedule but 
that was not to be. The spark was 
struck earlier in the afternoon and 
the vesper bell vibrated its call to 
prayer amidst one of the most horti- 
ble butcheries Southern Furope ever 
knew. 


In 1932 San Marino issued a set 
of commemorative postage stamps, 
one of which pictured Garibaldi, the 
great Italian patriot, visiting Palermo 
on the six-hundredth anniversary of 
the Sicilian Vespers. Garibaldi’s vis- 
it to the scene of the massacre oc- 
curred in 1882 and was one of his 
last journeys away from his home at 
Caprera where he died three months 
later. The stamp will remain through 
the years as an ever-present reminder 
of the peril that lurks in the oppres- 
sion of a people.

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Irishmen Are Everywhere. 
Even on the Stamps of 
Foreign Countries.

If a foreigner were to look at a 
map of the world and seek out the 
spot which depicts Ireland, he may 
be pardoned for exclaiming “Well, ot 
all the cheek, the way those Irish 
talk, 1 thought their country was a 
huge place, and not a tiny spot like 
this.” 

Well, what the Irish nation lacks 
in size, it makes up for in courage, 
and in the pages of the stamp album 
will be found many stamps paying 
tribute to the bravery and military 
genius of the Irish. 

When a philatelist wants to find 
out something about the National 
heroes of his favorite countries, he 
turns to the stamps of these countries, 
and finds them honoured on the var- 
ious postal issuess of their respective 
nations. 

Not so with Ireland. Ireland is 
proud of her heroes, fiercely proud 
of them, and because she believes in 
the same traditions as they did, she 
refuses to commemorate their deeds, 
while the task they set out to accom- 
plish still remains unfinished. 

Looking again at the tiny size of 
Ireland on the map in comparison 
with her great and powerful neigh- 
bours, it seems almost a_ miracle, 
that, for over 700 years the Irish 
have fought for their Independence, 
amd have never been a conquered 
people, in spite of the fieriest repres- 
sion. 

To-day the greater portion of Ire- 
land is in the hands of the Irish 
people, but until every square inch 
of Irish soil returns to the control 
of the Irish people, there can be no 
talk of an Independent Ireland, and 
until that day comes the great pa- 
triots of Irish history from the Red 
Branch Knights of olden times to the 
gentle Padraig Pearse who faced a 
British firing squad less than twenty 
years ago, must remain unhonoured as 
far as the stamps of Ireland are con- 
cerned. 

The same love of liberty that has 
characterised the Irish at home, has 
clung to them wherever they wan- 
dered, and many a nation fighting to 


maintain the God-given right to rule 
its own destiny, owes a deep debt of 
gratitude to these exiled sons of Erin. 

There is not a country in Europe, 
in which Irishmen have not earned 
a name for themselves in being in the 
front line in every fight, especially 
when it happened to be a fight for 
“a lost cause”. 

The great American Republic of 
today numbers among its citizens, 
millions of people of Irish descent, 
and it is only natural that there 
should be a deep bond of friendship 
between the two nations. 

At least one Irishman appears on 
American stamps, General Sullivan, 
the Irishman who inflicted such a 
crushing blow on the British forces 
at Trenton, in that famous December 


of 1776. 

In the histories of those stirring 
years, the part played by the Irish in 
the American War of Independence, 
appears as both important and de- 
cisive, and won the unstinted praise 
of General Washington. 

Over the border to Canada, and 
we find another Irishman honored on 
stamps, this time a man who had to 
flee from Ireland to escape the British 
authorities by whom he was wanted 
on a charge of plotting against Eng- 
lish rule in his country. 

This man was Thomas D’Arcy 
McGee, poet, historian, and States- 


es 


man, who rose from being a fugitive 
from the law, to the position of Pres. 
ident of the Canadian Executive 
Council. 

Anyone who collects the stamps of 
Chile will be familiar with the fea. 
tures of yet another Irishman, Gen. 
eral O’Higgins, which appear on g9 
many of Chile’s stamps. 





When Chile was fighting for her 
freedom, O’Higgins played an out. 
standing part in defeating the Span- 
iards, and later became the first Dic- 
tator of that country. 

That he was a kindly and well. 
loved Dictator is shown by the fact 
that he died peacefully in his bed, 
which is more than most dictators can 
hope for. 

Even today Chile honours her 
Irish leader by naming one of the 
vessels of her navy after him. 

There are other South American 
‘countries, that have Irishmen in the 
| National Roll of Honour, and some 
of these have been commemorated on 
stamps, but we have not space enough 
to describe these, here. 

Any one who is interested in a 
collection of stamps of this sort, will 
get a great kick out of searching for 
further additions to the gallery of 
famous Irishmen, and with a descrip- 
tive write-up, such a collection will 
make a novel and intensely interest- 
_ing item for exhibition.

Howard Thompson has uncovered 
some interesting varieties. He has a 
horizontal pair of No. 3872A, the $1 
Mortgage, imperforated, one of 
which he describes as having a frame 
line at the bottom while the other has 
none. This may be either a double 
transfer or an unerased lay-out line. 
We have asked to see this and will 
report later. Mr. Thompson also has 
in his possession a 2c Documentary 
surcharged “Stock Transfer” (old 
number 4438, new 4301) which 
shows a double impression of the 
stamp design, not the surcharge. 
These are both unl'sted varieties. He 
also has a copy of No. 3826c, 5c In- 
land Exchange with a crack from the 
top of the stamp down through the 
“S” of U. S. and ending on Wash- 
ington’s left eyebrow. While this is 
listed it is not priced.

Mr. C. Audley Gray has a copy of 
the 90c 1869 issue from which the 
carmine of the frame has entirely dis- 
appeared. That this is due to the 
fact that the stamp has been exposed 
to sun light for some time is un- 
doubtedly the reason for this fading 
although Mr. Gray states collector 
friends have advanced the opinion 
that the stamp is an “Albino”—which 
probably means the frame was never 
printed.

Charles $. Lawrence has asked us 
where, when and how much with ref- 
erence to some little square stickers 








picturing a shield surmounted by an 
eagle and a semi-circle of stars and 
bearing the inscription, “U. S. Army 
Frank, Official Business Only.” The 
colors of the three specimens sub- 
mitted are red, blue, and brown. 
While we have seen these off and on 
for a number of years in old collec- 
tions, we have never seen an explana- 
tion of their origin, official or other- 
wise.

flight. A great many of the local 
-ollectors and dealers had rushed their 
covers off Friday soon after getting 
their stamps, so that now there will 
be at least two kinds of stamps used 
on the return Clipper flight from the 
Islands. Just which cover will be 
preferable is hard to say, until some 
one gathers some idea as to how many 
covers bore each kind of stamps. 

That first commonwealth issue will 
always have a significance as being 
the first issue of a new government, 
regardless of the fact that they are 
not yet out of jurisdiction of the 
U. S. 

‘This commemorative issue was im- 
mediately popular here, but we won- 
der how many of our people here 
would want to use such large stamps 
as a regular thing? The 2-centavo 
is printed in a carmine red, and comes 
with . four. plate numbers, 132422, 
132423, 132424 and 132425. The 
6-centavo is about the color of the 
Michigan stamp, has but two plate 
numbers 132430 and 132431. The 
16-centavo, blue has but one plate, 
numbered 132432. The 36-centavo 
value is somewhat of a yellow green, 
with only one plate 132433. The 50- 
centavo is of a sepia and was printed 
from only one plate, number 132434. 

Considering the small number re- 
ceived here, one would. be inclined 
to think that the collectors desiring 
these Philippine commemoratives 
should get them without too much 
delay. As for the ones which are to 
be overprinted, information has not 
come through yet as to whether they 
will be forwarded on to Washington 
for sale in mint sets, although it is 
logical to presume that they will be. 
Until official notice is given that the 


sets are ready and the values to be | 


used, it is not recommended that col- 


‘ectors take any steps toward getting 


them from the Trade Commissioner’s 
office. 

It is understood that the 10-centavo 
stamp is to be released with the over- 
print or surcharge, as the case may 
be, to the extent of 60,000 copies. 
The 20-centavo .is expected to be a 
quantity of 40,000, and a like num-

Under the Kerr-Smith ‘Tobacco 
Act effective June 29, 1934, it is pro- 
vided that a tax shall be levied and 
collected on the sales of all tobacco 
other than Maryland Tobacco, Vir- 
ginia Sun Cured Tobacco and Cigar 
Leaf Tobacco harvested subsequently 
to June 28, 1934, and sold prior 
to May 1936. (The original act 
was only to May 1, 1935, but being 
later renewed to extend to 1936). 
The Secretary of Agriculture has de- 
termined and proclaimed that the rate 
of tax shall be 25% of the price at 
which such tobacco is sold. 

Tax-payment warrants. Before we 
go further we shall explain this term, 
so that it will be understood by our 
readers. Such warrants are issued to 
a producer of tobacco equivalent to 
the quota of tobacco the producer is 
entitled to harvest under a contract 
entered into with the Secretary of 
Acriculture. The producer upon the 
sale of his quota in lieu of money can 
submit the said tax-payment warrants 
to cover the tax due. 


Following is an example of how 
such an operation works: The seller 
upon delivery in consummation of a 
sale is to either submit tax-payment 
warrants or a memorandum of sale, 
to which will be affixed stamps 
equivalent to the selling! price of the 
tobacco in question. Thus:

The use of postage stamps or any 
stamps other than ‘Tobacco Sale 
Tax” stamps for the payment of this 
tax is prohibited. 


The stamps must be affixed to the 
memorandum of sale and: such mem- 
orandums are then forwarded to the 
Collector of Internal Revenue in the 
district in which said collector is 
located. Thus used copies (at least 
for the time being) may not be lezally 
had. Mint copies may be purchased 
fom the collectors or from other 
persons so designated by the collector 
to act es his agents.

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
Other Bible Characters of the Stamps 
Harry M. Savacool 

CHAPTER V 


HE Bible is filled with characters whose names 

are commonplaces to everyone. ‘The greatest 

artists have placed on canvas their conceptions 
of these characters. In spite of this the other Bible 
characters, outside of the Madonna and the Christ, 
are not very numerous on the stamps. This will not 
surprise us too much if we remember that stamp por- 
traits are likely to be of persons who have had some 
personal connection with the issuing country. ‘The 
scene of the Biblical events was relatively small and in 
the last seventy-five years during which postage stamps 
have been common it has been held mostly by Moham- 
medans, or since the World War as mandates of 
England and [rance, neither of which are profuse 
with religious stamps. 

Some of the issues picturing Bible characters have 
chosen to portray heavenly beings. Belgium in 1896- 
97 issued stamps for the Brussels Exposition bearing a 
conception of St. Michael, commander of the angelic 
hosts and patron saint of Brussels. The details were 
given in the first chapter. 

The Archangel Gabriel, the heavenly messenger, is 
shown on the 75r denomination, in violet brown, of the 
Vasco de Gama issue of Portugal in 1898 (No. 144). 
The Bible records that Gabriel was sent from God to 
Daniel to explain to him the significance of his visions 
(Daniel 7 & 9). He was also the messenger who 
brought to Zechariah the prediction of the birth of 
John the Baptist. He asserted to the doubting priest, 
“T am Gabriel, that stand in the presence of God,” 
(Luke 1:19). A few months later Gabriel was sent 
to announce to the Virgin Mary the coming birth of 
the Savior (Luke 1:26). On the basis of these Bibli- 
cal statements Gabriel is, like St. Michael, a saint of 
the church. He was the patron saint of Vasco de 
Gama’s expedition to India in 1498. Consequently 
when Portugal commemorated this expedition’s 400th 
anniversary with a stamp issue Gabriel was given a 
place on the 75r stamp. The design is very unusual. 
Gabriel, in gigantic proportions, with crown and 
wings, stands in a ship which is under full sail. The 
huge figure fills the ship and towers mast high. 

The French Sinking Fund stamp of 1930, a red vio- 
let of 1.50fr plus 3.50fr (No. 438), commenly called 
“The Smile of Reims,” is a detail from the sculpture 
of the Cathedral and is a representation of the head of 
the Angel Gabriel. 

The Apostles have not been shown on the stamps as 
often as we might expect. One of the best examples is 
the Propaganda of the Faith issue of Italy which we 
described in a previous chapter. As noted previously 
the little Island of Malta has taken advantage of its 
connection with the Apostle Paul to give him a promi- 
nent place upon her stamps. The twenty-seventh 
chapter of the Acts of the Apostles gives a dramatic 
account of the storm in which Paul was caught on his 
journey to Rome as a prisoner and of the shipwreck 





upon the shores of Malta. It was here that Paul was 
bitten by a poisonous snake without suffering any harm 
therefrom and healed the father of the chief citizen and 
many other sick folk (Acts 28:1-10). In 1899 Malta 
issued a 10 shilling stamp in blue black (No. 18) with 
a striking picture of the deliverance from the wreck, 
In the foreground is a large picture of St. Paul stand- 
ing on the shore with face upturned and right hand 
uplifted. In the distance is the wrecked vessel. In 
1919, 1921, and 1921-22 virtually the same design was 
again used on a 10 shilling black (No. 65, 76, 96), 
Practically the only change was in the border of the 
stamp. Unfortunately these beautiful and significant 
stamps are expensive and the average collector will be 
fortunate to have even one of them. 

Malta has, however, given us a chance to have St. 
Paul grace our album pages at a less prohibitive 
expense. In 1926-27, 1928, and 1930 there was issued 
another 10 shilling value showing the Apostle (No, 
147, 164, 183). This design is entirely different and 
not nearly as attractive as the earlier issue. It shows 
a full front figure of Paul with right hand uplifted 
and holding a book in his left hand. Somehow the 
figure does not strike us as being a good representation 
of the Apostle. We religious collectors are hoping 
that Malta will have mercy on our slender purses and 
give us St. Paul on a Ip or at least a Ish stamp in the 
near future. 

In 1915 Persia honored one of her ancient kings 
who played a part in Old Testament history. King 
Darius is shown seated upon his throne with Ahura- 
Mazda, the symbol of his god, over his head, on four 
stamps. The design is the same on all four, except for 
color (No. 570-573). This Darius was very friendly 
to the Jews and especially to Daniel. “It pleased 
Darius to set over the kingdom one hundred and twen- 
ty princes, and over these three presidents; of 
whom Daniel was first... Then this Daniel was pre- 
ferred above the presidents and princes, because an ex- 
cellent spirit was in him; and the king thought to set 
him over the whole realm” (Daniel 6:1-3). Strange 
as it may seem this Darius, worshiper of Ahura-Mazda, 
was moved by Daniel’s character and steadfastness and 
his miraculous deliverance from the den of lions to 
issue a most remarkable proclamation in which he said, 
“IT make a decree, That in every dominion of my 
kingdom men tremble and fear before the God of 
Daniel; for he is the living God, and steadfast forever, 
and his kingdom that which shall not be destroyed, and 
his dominion shall be even unto the end.” (Daniel 
6:26.) These stamps with their silver sheen are in 
the class of beautiful stamps. 


There is much doubt among Bible scholars as to just 
which king of Egypt was the Pharoah of the oppres- 
sion of the Jews. Many, however, are confident that 
it was Rameses II. If such is the case Egypt has given 
us a religious stamp. In the 1921-22 and 1922 issues 
we find an image of Rameses II on four stamps with 
two very similar designs, the only difference being in 
the Egyptian symbols. In 1921-22 a 15m in indigo of 
each design and again in 1922 a 15m in each design in 


indigo. (No. 75, 76, 84, 85.) It is very likely that 


this Rameses II whose ancient, and very likely true, 
likeness looks out at us from this stamp is the king who 
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drove the Jews as slaves to build his public works. It 
may have been his daughter who adopted Moses and 
the great Hebrew lawgiver may have grown up in his 
palace. 


It is very natural that some charity special postal 
issues should use the “Good Samaritan” parable for a 
stamp design. The Saar in 1930 used a painting of the 
Good Samaritan ministering to the wounded man as 
one of the designs for their special postal issue. It was 
used on three stamps, the lfr plus 50c in rose carmine, 
the 2fr plus lfr in brown, and the 3fr plus 2fr in 
brown (No. 425, 427, 428). The painting used is 
very appropriate and true to life. It is a wonder that 
other countries have not used this conception for char- 
ity issues. In fact Turkey did in 1917 issue two stamps 
(No. 1218, 1221) which Scott’s Catalog labels “The 
Good Samaritan” but a study of the design shows lit- 
tle connection with the Bible Story. 


It is not very often that a picture of a corpse is 
placed on a stamp but we do have such a design from 
Cyprus. The Book of Acts (Acts 4:36) definitely 
tells us that St. Barnabas was from the Island of Cy- 
prus. The same book informs us that when Paul and 
Barnabas could not agree and decided to separate ‘“‘Bar- 
nabas took Mark and sailed unto Cyprus” (Acts 
15:39). While the traditions of the church do not 
agree as to how and where he spent the remainder of 
his life an ancient tradition, dating back to the fifth 
century, asserts that he lived and labored in Cyprus. 
The tradition asserts that certain Syrian Jews had him 


shut up in a synagogue where he was stoned to death. 
Over 400 years later, during the reign of the Emperor 
Zeno, his body was discovered in Cyprus. ‘There was 
found laying on his breast a copy of the Gospel of 
Matthew written in Hebrew by his own hand. The 
body was removed to Constantinople and a church 
erected over it. This tradition is not unchallenged as 
at least five other churches claim to possess the whole 
head of St. Barnabas, and others parts of it. How- 
ever that may be Cyprus is convinced that their tradi- 
tion is the true one and when in 1928 they issued a set 
of stamps in commemoration of the fiftieth year of 
Cyprus as a British Colony they put this tradition up- 
on a stamp. The 2%p value in ultramarine (No. 
117) shows the body of Barnabas, head surrounded by 
a halo, as it is being removed from its resting place, in 
the presence of a group of dignitaries and ecclesiastics. 

The Greeks have given us a very unusual religious 
stamp. On their 50d brown of 1930 (No. 361) there 
is pictured the victorious sortie from Missolonghi in 
1826 during the War for Independence. The striking 
and unusual thing about it is that above the battling 
armies, seated upon a throne on the clouds and sur- 
rounded by angels in flight is a figure evidently sup- 
posed to represent God the Father with hands out- 
stretched in blessing over the Greeks. “To say the very 
least, this is a daring representation and perhaps it 
would be just as well if no other country attempts to 
picture God upon a stamp. ‘There are many Bible 
characters and scenes to be pictured on stamps without 
using God.

The printing of this year’s supply 
of seals was done by four printers, 
each of which have their identifying 
mark termed printers’ marks on the 
sheets they printed.

Eureka has used the same perfora- 
ting machine as last year— a 1214 x 
121% comb machine. The other three 
printers have used a regular 12% 
straight line machine. I have observed 
that the Eureka blue plate has no 
shading of fine dots to right and left 
of the upper part of the post, around 
the girl’s head, and around the 
double-barred cross, whereas the other 
printers have shading at these places.

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Dayton Philatelic Society Has 
Unique Frames 








A trip to Dayton, Ohio, on No- 
yember 9th and 10th was well worth 
the effort, even if nothing more could 
be done than to tell other stamp clubs 
about the unique method of display 
that has been discovered by Mr. Wm. 
A. Aull. 

The cost of frames has been some- 
thing that most clubs have difficulty 
in overcoming. Mr. Aull has found 
a plan which cuts that cost very much 
and the exhibit at Dayton demon- 
strated the practicability of the idea. 

Mrs. Aull is a painter, paints on 
canvass and doubtless in handling the 
wooden frames on which the canvass 
is stretched, Bill began to think of 
stamp shows and the like and it took 
but little thought on his part to see 
the canvass frame made into a frame 
for stamps. 

These canvass frames are made of 
four pieces, tongue and groove at the 
corners and mitered, so that when the 
canvass is stretched on them they hold 
snugly together. 

It was only necessary to cut gutters 
on one side for holding the glass and 
presto a good frame was available. 
These frames cost but a very small 
amount, large cards for backing can 
be had at about 5c per sheet and in 
Dayton, the Club rented the glass 
that was used in the display. 

Doubtless any store dealing in 
artists supplies can give you prices on 
the frames and a planing mill can cut 
the grooves for the glass on one side. 
It is only necessary then to stain the 
frame and you have an_ excellent 
knock down frame. 

After the Dayton show, the entire 
exhibit was dismantled, frames 
knocked down and packed for remov- 
al in less than one hour’s time. 

The exhibition was an excellent 
one, having a wide variety and not 
overloaded with U. S. which is too 
frequently the situation.

In other words, if you are collect- 
ing stamps with trains on them you 
want the train as the central design 
of the stamp and would avoid a 
stamp where the train is shown in 
such a way as to make it difficult to 
see. 

A fine example of a stamp of this 
nature is the late stamps of China 
which pictures a Chinese junk. This 
stamp would properly belong in a 
collection of ship stamps yet there is 
also shown on the stamp a railway 
bridge and a train is crossing the 
bridge. Both the bridge and the train 
are directly behind the ship.

SUGGESTIONS FOR CoveR FANS 


Robert M. Scheid Jr., Chairman of 
the Cachet Directors’ Council of U. 
S. C. S. has issued the following 
twelve suggestions for Naval Cover 
fans. If these suggestions are fol- 
lowed the collector will be cooperat- 
ing 100% with the cachet director 
and should receive his whole-hearted 
efforts in supplying cacheted covers 
that please. 

The Cachet Directors’ Council of 
the Universal Ship Cancellation So- 
ciety, seeking to standardize and 
maintain a cooperative and friendly 
working basis between the Collector, 
Cachet Directors and Sponsors, and 
the avoidance of many petty annoy- 
ances in the past, offer the following 
recommendations for the considera- 
tion and adoption of the collectors in 
the preparation of their covers for 
future servicing: 


1. Carefully read notices of future 
cachets to be sponsored and strictly 
adhere to instructions contained there- 
in. 

Have consideration for the Ca- 
chet Director and Sponsor. Do not re- 
quest any special favors, such as auto- 
graphs, colored cancels, special loca- 
tions, or ships. —The Cachet Directors 
and Sponsors will do everything in 
their power to issue a good cover or 
cachet and secure a clear cancellation. 
They have their hands full in han- 
dling all covers on hand for service. 
You can lighten their work and pre- 
vent complications by not asking un- 
reasonable requests. 

3. For best results, all covers should 
be standard white wove 634” enve- 
—_ This envelope measures 614” x 

35%”. 

Many covers are damaged through 
using larger or smaller envelopes than 
those recommended. These off-size 
envelopes are often unsuitable for 
standard press set-ups which are 
generally set for the standard size 
envelope. If you want a fine cachet 
impression and cancel adhere to in- 
structions of Cachet Directors and 
Sponsors. 

Avoid the use of ripple or linen 
finished envelopes. These are gener- 








ally unsuitable for printed cachets 
and often result in poor or ragged 
impressions. 

4. Neatly and plainly apply your 
name and address in the lower right- 
hand corner of the cover. Be sure to 
leave sufficient space for application 
of cachet. This generally requires 
about half the cover. Be sure to apply 
proper stamps in upper right-hand 
corner about 14.” from top and end. 
This allows for a neat application of 
cancel. 

5. Unless otherwise stated, all 
covers are to be forwarded unsealed 
and unstuffed, to allow for a good 
impression of a printed cachet. It is 
recommended that you turn the seal- 
ing flap of the cover inside the enve- 
lope, without gluing. This prevents 
wrinkling of your cover, and in case 
of other than first class postage, this 
is absolutely necessary. If covers are 
worth sending for, certainly careful- 
ness On your part in preparation of 
same is justified, to insure that they 
arrive in your possession in first class 
shape. The value of a cover is en- 
hanced by its condition. If you do 
not care to print or write your ad- 
dress, neat printed name and address 
labels can be obtained at a small 
nominal sum. 

Do not delay the forwarding of 
your covers on any event. Do this at 
once, to avoid any disappointment and 
non-placement of covers through ar- 
rival of your covers after the dead 
line date. 

6. If you are sending a quantity 
of covers to a Cachet Director to hold 
for more than one stated event, at one 
time, enclose covers for each event in 
a separate wrapper, or use rubber 
bands, to prevent confusion and facili- 
tate the placing of your covers on the 
desired event.

And in looking over the above 
the thot struck me strange as it may 
seem, that if Tallahassee uses its tiny 
city type electro and also comes out 
with this buro type on several of the 
ordinaries, there will be a bunch of 
mixed up collectors and I don’t mean 
perhaps. The spacing between lines 
is almost the same on both the buro 
and city type, but the over all length 
of Tallahassee in the city type is a 
scant 14 mm. while the buro is about 
154 mm. The letters in the city 
type seem to be thinner, otherwise it 
will take more than a passing glance 
to distinguish between the two if the 
buro ever comes out on anything else 
than the coil stamp. 


SEATTLE 145
